1938, that the Home Oflce got admin-

“Certain plans were put in hand by 
the Government nnd they were to be 
completed by 1911, ‘Those plans in- 
cluded the provision of equipment lo 
be held In reserve for dealings with 
fires that might result from aeroplane 
attacls. eh Ae 

“under that scheme 21,000" Fire 
Brigade units were to be supplied. 
When the emergency occurred last 
yeur the positlon was reviewed, and 
in the liyht of the crisis orders had 
to be telescoped “and everything 
speeded up. It may now be anti- 
cipated that all orders for equipment 
will be substanulally completed by 
the end of 1939, though we had en- 
visazed 1941 as the date for comple- 
tion. By the end of next weels the 
number of units whose equipment 
has been actually ordered will be 
17,000, including deliveries already 
mide, . 

EVACUATION POSITION 

“There is nothing that could be de- 
scribed ns ‘muddled’; there has been 
steady progress on an organised plan, 
There is no doubt whatever that the 
fire brivades will have all their equip- 
ment needs, that they will get all they 
require for training. recruits, 

“In regard to evacuation, our plans 
nt one end are practically complete. 
AML arrangements for transport arc 
completa—nt any rate in London,

those of friends of a German banker, aged thirty-nine, who had 
given himself up after being smuggled to British, 


His nmiume was given as Siegfried 
Simin Gembickl. According to Mr. 
Maurlee Abrahams, defending him, 
he stjJl bears the marks of “terrible 
JnshIngs" recelved during nearly 
three years in German concentra- 
tlon camps. lie is snid to have been 
the financinl adviser In Germany to 
n European royal family, 

“Gembicki has several influential 
friends In Germany, and they ar- 
ranged for his escape,” said Mr. 
Abmhams." He was smuggled across 
the frontler in a car to Holland.” 

Gembickl Innded at the London 
docks: from on unknown Rotterdam 
stenrmer at three am. on Tucsday 
with £50 in, English money in his 
pockets. ‘ Accompanied by a lawyer, 
he gave himself up at Bow-strect 
aliens department. 

Mr. Abrahams went on: “Mr. 
Gembicki was a banker living Jn 
Germany and on ex-serviceman who 
volunteered olthough under military 
age to Aght for Germany. He was 
first arrested: in 1935, 

“L.understand that for six months 
he waz In prison, although no charge 
‘wos oactunily mode against him. At 
tho end of that time he was released 
and, I have no doubt ox a measure 
of confiscation, a fine of one and 
thres-quarter million achillings 
(£70,000) ‘was imposed. - ae 


‘TORTURED’ . 

“When he was released he was 
immediately selzed by the secret 
police and taken to a very terrible 
concentration camp, ‘and for the 
first six months he was tortured. I 
am Told that he still bears the marks 
of the lashings he received there, 

“He was put in an oil bath for 
two or three weeks, so terrible 
were the wounds, Infllcted. 

“From then until November hist 

he was in a camp at ‘Dachau, the 

reputation of which !s well known. 

“After his release In November he 
moved about Germany, afraid to 
stny in one place. 

“Ho heard that he was to be taken 
to a concentration camp for Jews 
which had a very bad reputation 
even among such camps. 

“There is no questlon of Gembickl 
being 2 public charge on this coun- 
try. He hos banking friends who 
are trying to orrange for hie 
emigration to the Untted States." 

Mr. Dummett listened to the story 
of Sleatvied Gembickl, Then | he 
soid:-— 

“I¢ his story {s accurate, ond be 
supported by rellable testimony, it 
will be easier for the court to know.

They remembered, too, that Mr. 
Wreszynski was regarded as one of 
the Icading connolsscurs of jewel- 
lery ‘in Europe. 

Mr. Wreszynski. bought In Paris, in 
one go, more than £100,000 worth of 
ewellery a few years ago, 


QUEEN VICTORIA SAW IT 


--The Porter-Rhodes diamond which 
he bought. in 1933 was discovered in 
South Africa in 1880. After-it reach- 
ed: England, Mr, Porter-Rhodes took 
ut in a sealed envelope through a 
snowstorm in the carly days of 1881 
to show to Qucen Victoria, It is re- 
corded that she was “greatly fas- 
cinated by it.” 

Wreszynski bought it in Paris and 
Mrs, Wreszynskl wore it as a ring. 
The diamond, when first discovered, 
weighed 150 carats in the rough, It 
became a_ polished one-inch stone 
weighing 5@ carats, It is now.in the 
possession of an Indian Muharajah. 

This stone: was only one of the 
many valuable fems. Wreszynski 
bought for his wife. There was a 
perfect black pearl, weighing 92 
grains, costing him £35,000 in Parts. 
It wus set in a ring. 

Mrs. Wreszynski had a black pearl 
necklace for which more than £24,- 
000 was pald. There were 45 pearls 
in it, the largest weighing 56 grains, 
Each pearl was separated from the 
next by a flat facaded Rondelle dla- 
mond. 

At the same time Mr. Wreszynski 
bought a rosy pearl neckluce weigh- 
Ing 1000 grains-for £32,000.

Mectings of ‘creditors, “A” Preference, “B” Preference ond 
Ordinary sharcholders, of the National Commercial and Savings 
Bank, Ltd., were held at the Bank on'Saturday, when a scheme of 
arrangement for the carrying on of the business was approved for.

In February, 1034, the Bank ine 
crensed its capital to $5,000,000 and 
57,410 new shures of $10 cach were 
bald up, At that time the tolad paid 
up capital of the banks was $2,574,100, 
During the first yenr deposits of the 
Bank amounted to $1,000,000, but 
later that figure increased to $10,000,- 
000 und the Bank was enabled to 
establish branches tn Shanghal, 
Canton, Hankow and Ticntsin, In 
November 1024, the deposits In the 
current and savings accounts were 
over $7,000,000, During the 13 years 
of the Bank’s establishment, the total 
profit exclusive of ‘all expenditure 
wan $2,500,000 enabling: interest of

_| ‘Two Banks Closed 

In 1935, the Banke received a heavy 
blow when two Banking houses in 
Hongkong were closed, the first on 
January 4 and the second on Septemn- 
ber 4, creating uncasiness nmong the 
depositors of the National Commer- 
elat and Savings Bank, which led to 
considerable withdrawals of deposits. 

The total amount withdrawn’ in 
that yeur was $3,400,000, In January 
the amount withdrawn was $1,500,000 
and in twelve days in September 
$1,300,000 was taken out by deposl-+ 
tors, It became more ‘dilcult to 
tucet the demands of contitiued with- 
drawals, 

The property of the bank was 
mortpaged to meet the demand for 
cash, The Directors were compelled 
to stop withdrawals, and the doors 
of the Bank were closed on Scptem- 
ber 16, 1935, ‘ 

The Bank had enough properties to! 
pny off all its ‘commitments if they } 
were sold, but this process would 
take the liquidatot's a long time, since 
a rapid sale would fetch less money 
tinn the properties were worth.

They remembered. too, that Mr. 
Wreszynski was ‘regarded as one of 
the lending connoisseurs of jewel-

Mr. Wreszynski bought jn 2uris, in 
one go, more than £100,000 worth of 
jewellery a few years ago. 


QUEEN VICTORIA SAW IT 


The Porter-Rhodes diamond which 
he bought ijn 1933 was discovered in 
South Africa in 1880. After it reach- 
ed England, Mr. Porter-Rhodes took 
it in uw sealed envelope through a 
snowstorm In the early days of 1881 
to show to Queen Victorin. It Is re- 
corded that she was “greatly fas- 
clnated by it.” 

Wreszynskl bought It in Paris and 
Mrs. Wreszynski wore it as a ring. 
The dinmond, when first discovered, 
welghed 150 carats In the rough. It 
became a polished one-inch stone 
welghing 66 carats. It is now in the 
possession of an Iindlan Maharajah. 

This stone was only one of the 
many vatuable gems Wreszynski 
bought for his wife. There was a 
perfect black pearl, welghing 92 
grains, costing him £35,000 in Parls.

Scheme Of Arrangement 
For Court Sanction 


Meetings of creditors, “A” Preference, “B” Preference and 
Ordinary sharcholders, of the National Commercial and Savings 
Bank, Ltd., were held at the Banls on Saturday, when a scheme of 
arrangement for the carrying on‘ of the business was approved for 


submission to the Supreme Court. 


Mr. Choy Hing, appointed by the 
Supreme Court, was Chairman at the 
four separate meetings which were 
held during the morning, an identleal 
agenda being observed at each, ' 

Messrs, Lo and Lo were present as 
solicitors for the Bunt. 

The Chairman said the Bank was 
registered in November, 1021, with a 
capital of $2,000,000, divided into 
200,000 shares of $10 cach, all of 
which were fully pald up in two 
years, 

In February, 1034, the Bank Ine 
creased its capital to $5,000,000 and 
57,410 new shores of $10 cach were 
pald up. At that tlme the total paid 
up capital of the bank was $2,574,100, 
During. the first. year deposits of the 
Bank amounted to $1,000,000, but 
later that Agure.inereased to $10,000,- 
000 and the Bank was enabled to 
establish branches — in Shanghai, 
»Canton, Hankow and Tientsin, In 
November 1924, the deposits in the 
current and savings accounts were 
over $7,000,000. During the 13 years 
of the Bank's establishment, the total 
profit, exclusive of all .expenditure 
was $2,500,000 enabling Interest of 


7 per cent. to be pald to the 
depositors, 5 : 


Two Banks Closed 

In 1033, the Bank received a heavy 
blow when two Banking houses In 
Hongkong were ‘closed, the first on 
January 4 and the second on Septem- 
ber 4, creating: uneasiness among the 
depositors of the Nutional Comnicr~ 
celal and Savings Bunk, which Jed to 
considerable withdrawils of deposits. 

The total amount withdrawn In 
that year was $3,400,000, In January 
the amount withdrawn wus $1,500,000 
wid in twelve days in September 
$1,300,000 was taken out by deposl+ 
tors, It became more diMecult to 
meet the demands of continued with- 
drawals, 

The property of the bank was 
mortgaged to mect the. demand for 


cash, The Directors were compelled 
to stop withdrawals, and the doors 
of the Bank were closed on Septem- 
ber 16, 1935. 

The Bank had enough properties to | 
pay off all its commitments if they! 
were sold, but this process would 
take the Hquidators a Jong time, since 
a rapid sale would fetch less moncy 
tian the properties were worth. The 
Directors were against closing the

Born in Singopore, tho late Mn, 
Seth wns 57 years of age, and was 
the second son of Mr, Arathoon Seth, 
2.8.0., who was at one time Registrar 
of the Supreme Court of Hongkong, 
His brothers ure Mr, S. A. Seth, for- 
merly head-of the firm of Seth, 
Mancell and McLure, who is now 
living n Australia, and Mr, J. Hene 
nessy Seth, senior partner of Percy 
Smith, Seth and Fleming, He ntso 
haa two sisters, Mrs. M. D. Bain ond 
Mrs. M, C, Owen. 

Unlike his brothers, both of whom 
are accountants, the Tate Mr. Seth 
was a merchant. After having been 
with the Hongkong Milling Co., he 
aturted business on bis own, and at 
the time of his death was associnted 
with Himly, Ltd. 

The Inte Mr, .Seth was a keen 
enthusiast in the Sport of Kings, and 
had raced and ridden pontes for a 
number of years with moderate suc- 
cess, He had also a great sense of 
humour, always making jokes, and 
this was reflected In the way he 
named his: ponies. Among those he 
once owned were Trylle 1, New 
Year Gift, Knockuh Leg, In Spite Of, 
Even Though, Have-a-snack, Bally- 
moncy, Olo Cutom, Perversity, Har- 
lene, Erstwhile, Meanwhile, Just 
That, Until Then and But After That. 
This year he had entered a pony 
called Laffat Thot, for the coming 
annual meeting. 

Of the, big races In which he 
figured were the Challenge Cup 
events of 1921 and 1926, in both of 
which his -ponies, The Ameer and 
Duke of Frisco, ridden by Mr, A, J. P. 
Heard and Mr. Nemazee, respectively, 
came in third. 

In his younger days, the late Mr. 
Seth was also n keen polo player, and 
took a great interest In shooting. 

Amon his other activities, Mr. 
Seth had been a Volunteer. He was 
appointed a Justice of the Pence last 
year, Well-liked by all, his death 
has robbed business and racing cir- 
cles alike of a popular figure. 

He {s survived by his widow, whom 
he married in Victoria, British 
Columbia, in 1935, and to her and 
other members of the family, the 
deepest sympathy is extended.

The Uses Of 


Glycerine 


LYCERINE Is Invaluable In the 
home, and can be utilised in 
counticss different ways, 


When a cloth Is badly stained with 
tea, glycerine, - ammonia ond water 
wht remove the marks, Mix equal 
quantities of water and == tiycerine, 
with just a dash of ammonia. Souk 
the staing well in this, then wash 
in warm soupy witer. The stains 
will vanish completely without any 
rubbing. 


Frult stains can likewise be treated 
with glycerine, Rub the staln thickly 
all over with glycerine, and put the 
cloth’ aside for an hour. Then, 
stretching the material tighly, pour 
bolling water through It, afterwards 
washing with soap in the usual way. 

When woollen garments begin to 
turn a bad colour, or show signs of 
netling “felted,” ndd a spoonful of 
glycerine to the rinsing water, 


Shoes: that are looking dry and 
cracked after exposure to the rain 
and mud will appear as good as new 
If treated jn the following, way:— 
Dry thoroughly, clean well, and rub 
glycerine Into the leather, leaving: it 
to smule for a day or two; then clean 
with good shoe polish in Abe usual 
way, and the leather will be de- 
Hghtfally supple and glossy. 


A few drops of glycerine, well 
hented, and dropped Into the car, 
make i good old-fashioned remedy 
for earache that seldom fails to give 
relief; nnd a mixture of glycerine and 
lemon juice, in equal quantities, and 
slightly warmed, Is a splendid cure 
for sore throdts and Incipient colds.

Wreszynski Spent £300,000 on Jewels, 
in a Safe in Park Lane 


EST END jewellers 

were discussing recent- 
ly the jewels which were 
onee owned by Mr. Sieg- 
mund Wreszynski, the one- 
time Park-lane financier 
now awaiting trial on an 
accusation of fraud in an 
Amsterdam gaol.

Among the things they recall- 
ed were these: 

In 1933-34 Wreszynski owned 
more than £300,000 worth of gems 
which he kept in a specially cén- 
structed spherical safe concreted 
into the wall of his home; in 1933 
he bought, for £58,000, the famous 
Porter-Rhodes diamond. 

They remembered. too, that Mr. 
Wreszynsxi was regarded as one of 
the leuding connoisseurs of jewel- 
Jery in Europe. 

Mr. Wreszynsii bought in Paris, in 
one £0, more than £100,000 worth of 
jewelicry a few years ago. 

QUEEN VICTORIA SAW IT 


The Porter-Rhodes diamond which 
he bought in 1933 was discovered in 
Suuth Africa in 1880. After it reach- 
ed England, Mr. Porter-Rhodes toolc 


it in wu sealed envelope through 1 
snowstorm jn the eurly days of 1681 
to show to Queen Victoria. It is re- 
corded that she was “greatly fus- 
cinated by it.” a 
Wreszynski bought it in Paris and 
Mrs. Wreszynski wore it as a ring. 
The diamond, when first discovered, 
weighed 150 carats in the rough, It 
became a polished one-inch stone 
ighing 56 carats. It Is now in the 
ton of an Indian Maharajah.

What Next? 
T is difficult to keep pace with 
the map of Burope these days. 
Last year we saw Austria 
absorbed by Germany; the 
Reich, Poland and Hungary 
helped themselves to chunks of 
Czecho-Slovakia;-and a further 
slice of Spanish ferritory has 
been bitten off by the Fascist 
rebels. More recently there has 
been agitation in Italy for Nice, 
Corsica and Tunis; now comes a 
clamour for Ukrainian autonomy 
and the cession of Memel_ to 
Germany. It is uncertain, hhow- 
ever, how far the present agita- 
tions are to be taken at their 
face value. 


No doubt the Duce will not 
refuse Nice, Corsican and Tunis if 
he finds he can have them for 
the asking; but it is more prob- 
able that, by making these 
impudent and impossible de- 
mands, he hopes to get belli- 
gerent rights for Franco, a share 
in the Suez Canal and control of 
the Djibouti railway. 


The Ukraine 


ERMANY, it is equally prob- 
able, secured autonomy for 
Ruthenia under the new name of 
Carpatho-Ukraine so that it 
might be used as the spearhead 
of an advance, if the time came, 
into the Polish and Russian 
Ukraine; but thore is little need 
to suppose that Germany is 
planning immediate expansion in 
that direction. :

tea, plycerine, ammonia und water .

Mix it with equal parts 
of lemon juice and eatu-d-Colorne, 
or with soft water In which a little 
cucumber has been boiled, and apply 
it every night.
